OBITUARY.

—_——

Death of Ole _Bnll.

The celebratea vielinist, Ole Bornemann Bull,
who died at Quebec on the 10tk instanl, was
born at Bergen, in Norway, on the 5th of Febru-
ary, 1810, [His passion for music manifested
itsc&l' at & vory early age, bul was repressed by
bis fatuer, who baa destined him for thelCourch,
and at she age of eighteen placed him ut the
University ot Ohlristiania, with which his con-
nootion was dissolved beeause he took tempo-
rary charge of the orchestira at one of the thea-
tres dunng the 1liness of the leader. In 1820 he
went to Cassel to study with Spohr, but his
reception was 8o cold as to almoat entirely sup-

ress  nls musical enthusiasm, wlich had

hus far withstood both the frowns of his
father and the dsfavor of the professors,

He then then began the study of law
at Gottingen, but szoon recovered from
the despondency csused by his interview

with Bpohr, and once more determined to de-
vole himsell 1o hiz art, and went to Minden,
where he gave his tirst concert with consider-
able success. Al this place, o quarrel with a fel-
low-artist resulted in & challenge, and 1n i duel
which followed bis antagomist was morially
wounded. Compelied to leave the country, he
went 10 Paris, where he led a1 most precarions
and wretched existence, from which, after belng
robbed ot everything he possessed, including his
violin, he attempted to relesse himself by drown-
g, He was not destined, however, to die in
the Seine, from which he was rescued and tnken
to the house of a recently bereaved mother, who
found in him a remurkable resamblance to her
dead son, and assisted him so liberally that he
was enabled to appear in public in the profes-
sion he had chosen, namely, that of a violinist,
His career as an urtist bad now fairly begun,
and the next seven years were spent in proles-
sional tours through Europe, by which he ac-
quired not only an extended reputation but a
handsome fortune. In 1838 he returued to his
native place with his wife, s Parisian woman,
ana five yoars later made hos first visit to the
United Stutes. The enthusiasm with which he
waos received here, and the pecuniary success ot
his st professionnl tour hreugh this country,
aro still tresh in the minds of musical readers
whu heard him at that tune, and peed not be
recapitulated here, In 1845 he returned to
Europe, and duriug the succeeding seven vears
gave n series of concerts in the princioal cities
of the Continent, mase & campaign in Algeria
aguinst the Kabyles under General Yusaf, ballt
& theatre In his native town, and made an etffort
to establish in Norway national schools in litera-
ture and art, His liberahty and patriotism
brought him in contact with the police because
of s political prelerences, and a number of
vexations lawsuite dissipated his fortune. His
wile sank under the rigors of the climate, and
in 18562 he made his second visit to this country,
In the same year he purchascd a traot of un-
oultivated lund, comprmsing 120,000 acres, in
Potter county, Pennsylvania, und founded an
ricultural colony, to which the name of
Oleann was given, In honor o1 its founder. The
pr(guct. however, was only partinlly svecesaful,
and to relieve the pecuniary cmbarrassments
which followed, he resumed bl concerts, Upon
the completion of the Academy of Muosle, in
1864, be leased the bullding and undertook the
management of Italian opere, which, bowever,
proved extremely dlsastrous, sod at the end of
two months was aban loned. He again returned
to Burope, and singe then hae been occupled 1
giving comcerts in all portions of that country,
and thin'with great success. Hls misfortunes
were many, and, notwithstanding his persove-
rance, energy, and geniows, they followed him
until, at the age of 66, deatn itound him u poor,
shattered, unhappy, and disuppointed man,

Death of the Rev, John Keble,

The death of this distinguished elergyman is
sppouneed in the latest Eoglish papers. He
was born about 1700, and gradosied st Oriel
College, Oxtord, in 1810, For some years he
filled the office of Professor of Poetry at that
fnstitution, but since his appoiutment o the
vicarage ot Hensley, lo Hampshire, bis 1ife hns
been chielly passed 1o the duties ol the minis-
try and literary pumsults, e was one of the
contributors fo the famous *Tracts for the
Times,” which a between 1834 and 1836
nrﬂ.} was also cm%of the edwtora of the Oxford
*Library of the Fathers"

He wa{ un early leader in the High Church

arty, and one of the most rigid ritunlists in

ngland, He sucoerded admirably in  the
manegement of bis parigh, and made it quite a
model, aocording to the notions that predomi-
pate in that braneh of the Buglieh Church, His

ripcipal poetical work, and the one by wuich
ge is bur;nown. is *“The Christlan Year,"
which was publishied in 1827. He also published
the *'Lyra Innocentium,” and s poetic version of
the Psalms of David, He was a devoted and
consolentious Christian, a diligent pastor, and &
pure and consistent man in his life and character.
